Report Charges UC Berkeley 
Unfair to Asian Applicants

Among the newly enrolled Asian 
freshmen，Chinese and Indochinese 
were most severely affected: Chin- 
ese decreased from 589 in 1983 to 
418 in 1984，a 29 percent decline， 
and Thai/Other Asian from 76 to 
60, or 21.1 percent, There was a $ 
percent general decrease in fresh- 
men enrollments in 1984 at UC 
Berkeley. 

Among the newly ed Asian 
students ”with advance standing 
(transfer students)， Chinese and 
Japanese exXperienced the sharpest 
declines: Chinese _ decreased from 
148 in 1983 to 110 in 1984, 25.7 per- 
cent，and Japanese from 96 to 34， 
64.6 percent. For whiltes in the same 
period，the decline was 25.8 per- 
cent.， 

According to the task force，the 
decline was “unexpected” and 
“disproportionate” because it oc- 
curred in aperiod,，1979 to 1984， 
“when Several key enrollment indi- 
cators，such as college-going rate， 
UC eligibility pool，application 
rate, and adrmission rate，Suggested 
an accelerated increase in ASian 
American admissions.?” 


PROOFS 

As proofs，the task force cited 
these jimpressive Statlstics: First,even 
though Asians made up only 6.2 
percent of public high school 
graduates in _ California in 1983， 
they constituted 18.3 percent male 
and 16.3 percent female first-time 
freshmen in the university in Fall 
1983. In the same year, 64.7.percent 
high school graduates were whites;

Anti-Asian Violence 
Must Be Stopped . 


The Community Relations Service，a _ unit within the US 
Department of Justice，warned the nation last month that racial 
and ethnic conflict was increasing and volatile in some US cities. 
According to a report by CRS，minority population shifts have 
begun "altering relationships and stirring deep anxieties" within the 
heart of many communities， 

Gilbert Pompa，director of CRS，went a_ step further by 
Suggesting that residents of many American communities are 
impatient with immisrant pressures， In his words， "Compassion 
fatigue has hit a lot uf cities;， many people feel their backs are 
against the wall." 

The report did not say anything new.Anyone familiar with US 
history knows that racial violence has always been an integral part 
of the American social fabric、New immigrants，in particular， have 
always been the most direct and convenient targets of racial 
antagonism，especially during periods of economic hardship。 At the 
heart of, these outbreaks of violence is racism，deeply imbedded in 
OUuUI culture and consciousnessS. 

Recent incidents of racial violence against Asians in Boston and 
other cities are not to be taken lightly as isolated and passing social 
abnormalities. Instead，they Should be seen as part of a mounting 
anti-Asian sentiment to deal with promptiy and effectively before 
it gains social tolerance or respectability and transforms itself into 
an anti-Asian movement， 

There were anti-Asian movements in the 1870s and 1880s against 
the Chinese, the anti-Japanese agitation in the first two decades of 
this century，the anti-Pilipino calls in the 1930s, and the drive to 
exclude the undocumented workers since the 1970s. 

United community effort，Ssuch as Tallying minority 
communities in Boston，is probably the best remedy: Instead of 
turning or walking away from the problem，communities must stop 
it at the inception with all resources at their disposal，Also，1local， 
State and federal government must be brought in to stop any form 
of racial violence，Most important, no politician should be allowed 
to straddle the fence. 

In Our opinion，this is the most effective way to combat the 
proliferation of anti-Asian violence. 


Discrimination Against 
Asians in _ Higher Education 


Anti-Asian sentiment does not always manifest itself ina physical 
Violence which is the easiest to detect and to inspire organized 
opposition. Similarly overt racist sentiment cxpressed In mass 
media and in school curricula can be readily identified and dealt 
with JIt is more difficult to discern subtle institutional racism 
cloaked in "neutral” policy statements and carried out in "fair" and 
"appropriate" procedures. However，once the bureaucratic jargons 
are Stripped away and complicated procedural maneuvers Inade 
Simple, it is not hard to uncover the same ra&ist Sentiment. 

One example is the recent contTrOVvEeISyY Over whether there is an 
anti-Asian sentiment among the nation's top institutions of higher 
learnin8. The recurrent theme is: there are too many Asians in 
these _ universities， Asians are the new kids on the block，are 
attending in Significant numbers for the first time, and do not have 
a visible, influential alumni lobby yet. 

Asian American faculty and students in the Jvy League colleges 
compjlain about unwritten quotas set for Asians to curb thejr rapid 
growth，UCLA administration has recently been criticized for 
trying to curb the declinin8g white student enrollment at the expense 
of Asian applicants by changing admissions policies and procedures. 
Somehow the commitment to academic excellence and to the 
principle of egalitarianism disappears in the face of rising anti- 
ASian sentiment. 

This week a blue-ribbon _ community committee accused _ UC 
Berkeley of deliberately precipitatin8g an "alarmjngly disproportion- 
ate and significant" decline of newly enrolled Asian undergraduates 
in fall 1984 by changing its admissions and redirection policies and 
procedures without Asian input and knowledge. 

The administrations of both UCLA and UCB blame the Asian 
decline on the general decrease in enrollment of both campuses and 
on the university policy of increasing underrepresented minorities. 

We fully agree with the 8oal of reducing campus enrollment to 
the size it was initially planned and designed for. We also agree 
that both campuses must redouble their efforts in the recruitment 
and enrollment of the underrepresented minorities，Both efforts are 
sound and commendable. 

However， we are adamantly opposed to any jimproper and unfair 
manipulation of admission criteria and procedures to _ cause an 
adverse jmpact on Asian applicants，especially the poor and 
disadvantaged for whom the Equal Educational Program was 
established. We are equally opposed to any attempt to use 
admission criteria unrelated to performance，such as jimproper use 
of SAT Verbal minimum，to insure lower admissions rates for any 
particular ethnic group. 

We commend the Asian American Task Force on University 
Admisslions for the valuable service it has rendered to the 
community and for bringing the hidden issues，especially the antij- 
Asian Sentiment，to public_ attention， We concur with the 
gr0oup'Ss modest recommendations and we urge Chancellor Heyman to 
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munity、the other competitors will 
Shy away.?” 

Hsieh concurs with Rose Pak， 
honorary president of the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce, and Frank- 
lin Fung，Ppresident of the SF 
Chinese Consolidated Benevolent 
Association, that the Chinese com- 
munity has no reason to limit itself 
to one Single candidate. 

“It is healthy to have different 
candidates running for office， 
because that is what democracy is 
all about,”says Pak. “We don't 
put all our eggs in the same basket， 
do we2 Td like to see more young 
Chinese guys running for public of- 
fice,”Fung added.“Through the 
process of campaigning, the strong- 
est will Survive,”said Hsieh

Those who believe in one single 
candidate also believe in the unity 
of the Chinese community.

A few have firm confidence in the 
feasibility of the one candidate idea 
and a clear view who the candidate 
should be. 

Alan Wong, executive director of 
the YMCA, holds that Civil Service 
commissioner Louis Hop Lee 
Would be the best cholice. Wong 
said the only person who has the 
potential to，but not the intention 
of，beating him is _ his wife，Julie 
Tang，Ppresident of the SF Com- 
munity College Board. 

Dennis Wong is one of the most 
asSsertive advocates for the single 
candidate notion. He explains that 
in a one-candidate Situation，al- 
though the total money and votes 
collected would not be equal to the 
total amount shared bytwo or more 
persons in a multi-candidate situa- 
tion，it should certainly be much 
more than one candidate could raise 
in Opposition to others in the com- 
Imunity. 

According to Wong，the non- 
Chinese voters” present philosophy 
js to Support one Chinese candidate 
rather than two or more. Therefore， 
if two or more Chinese names ap- 
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just one of them, thus splitting the 
votes. 

Wong has no _ clear answer for 
who is the best choice to be the 
Single candidate. He is ready to sup- 
port“anyone like Harry Low,”bnut 
added that Low“probably would 
not give Up his present post for a

In addition to identifying the 
causes of Asian enrollment decline， 
the task force also assessed the im- 
pact of the new admission and redi- 
rection criteria adopted last year for 
Screening and selecting entering 
freshmen in Fall 1985. 

The task force found that “Asian 
American concerns were totally ig- 
nored and some of the criteria 
adopted proved detrimental to a 
Significant segment of Asian 
American applicants，i.e.，the im- 
Inigrants.2” 

If _ predicted that the new““two- 
fier System for retaining top appli- 
cants for admissions will have“an 
adverse impact'” on Asian appli- 
cants. The first half ofthe freshmen 
class will be admitted strictly on 
academic grounds such as grade 
point average and standardized 
tests Scores. The second half will be 
admitted by “additional criteria2?” 
Such as four years of college- 
Dreparatory English，four years of 
one foreign language OT two years 
each of two foreign languages，exX- 
emption from Subject A，and 
demonstration of leadership， 
character，motivation，and accom- 
plishments in extracurricular ac- 
tivities . 

Since most of the second tier was 


closed to Asian competition，be- ， 


cause Asians _ are not considered 
“protected,”only 660 slots of 2,760 
were open to Asians and whites. 


PARTICIPATION 
The task force also criticized the 
University for developing these 
criteria without Asian input and 
participation throughout last year. 
“If the university as a public in- 
Stitution is to fulfill its long-held 
commitment to competitive 
academic excellence and equal op- 


portunity for qualified applicants， 
it cannot erect artificial barriers， 
which on the Surface appear to be 
neutral and color-blind，but which 
in effect cause an adverse impact on 
otherwise highly qualified and 
motivated Asian American 
students. Neither can the university 
continue to make admission policy 
decisions behind closed doors with- 
out adequate input and participa- 
tion of Asian faculty， staff,， 
students and community who after 
all constitute collectively the largest 
Single minority group on campus,” 
the report Said . 
RECOMMENDATIONS 

Based on its findings，the task 
force made twelve recommenda- 
tions，It urged the_ university to 
Teverse its discriminatory policy 
toward the Asian poor and disad- 
vantaged and to stop“using criteria 
unrelated to academic ”perfor- 
mance,”a reference to the reliance 
On SAT scores. The university was 
asked to provide remedies for those 
rejected unfairly last year. 

It called on the _ university to 
“Tecognize its responsibiity to train 
and teach those students with a 


language or mathematics deficiency 
instead of trying to use the pretext 
of their unpreparedness for UC 
Work to exclude these otherwise ex- 
cellent students.?” 

“The _ university must include 
AsSian representatives in all commit- 
tees OFT task forces that formulate， 
monitor or evaluate admissions 
policies,” the task force recom- 
mended 

It also urged more“flexible and 
reasonable application”of such re- 
quirements as 4-year high school 
English and ，2-year foreign lan- 
guage,，“So as not to discriminate 
unfairly against those who are re- 
cent immigrants”who mnust master 
the- English language during the 
coOuUrse of their high school educa- 
tion. The College Board,， which ad- 
ministers all standardized college 
entrance tests，ijs told to develop 
achievement tests for Asian langu- 
ages nOw Unavailable. 

To the Asian American commu- 
nity，the task force _ recommended 
the formation of a statewide task 
force““to study and monitor Asian 
American concerns in higher educa- 
tion.”

“For whatever ITeason,” SayS 
Yee,，“Some of the tenants arent 
being informed. One tenant said,“I 
didn't know that (referring to the 
relocation plans drawn up by 
Georo) was happening.”Yee SayS， 
“There's no way we're going to be 
kicking the tenants out on the 
Street. We'Te not going to do 
something that stupid!

I HOTEL 

Yee is insulted by the compari- 
SOnS people have made between 
Orangeland and I Hotel.“As much

He feels they are giving the ten- 
ants more ease by Saying,，“We are 
using Pineview to everybody's 
benefit. People may feel we are very 
Slick and sophisticated and sure we 
are. Two to five years ago, the same 
advocates for community housing 
nOwW，were Saying what we'Tre Saying 
now 一 “Why don't the public get in 
bed with the Private developers?” 
The resource center (Chinatown 
Neighborhood Improvement 
SoOUIce Center) said，“Unless Proper- 
ty Owners do that, there's not going 
to be any development.” 

E/W asked Yee to clarify 
Georo's _ financial commitment to 
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Pineview :了 Housing Corporation， 
Georo has promised 4$4150,000 to 
cover，for Pineview，the 75S-year 
lease with the SE School District 
and 20 free parking Spaces to the 
district for the life of the lease. 
What everybody's excluded Says 
Yee, is the “614 site on Pine Street， 
the Joice Street site and other Units 
which is our commitment to the ten- 
ants.”He estimates a total cost of 
$32% million to Georo. 

Yee SaySs,，“No other developer 
has ever found relocation in China- 
town.” Erom the:very beginning， 
people told him it was impossible 
because Chinatown was 90 to 100 
percent Ooccupied. Yet Yee is confi- 
dent he can prove them wrong. 

“Wehavetalked to four property 
Owners. Two are interested with an 
understanding for a 20-year com- 
Imitment， We're in the process of 
trying to find other property bnut， 
compblains Yee, “nobody gives Us 
any credit for doing that.2” 


COMMITMENT 

Yee claims there are only 12 to 14 
tenants left to locate units for. He 
Says Until those units are found, it?s 
“all or nothing. We want a definite 
commitment for all 44 or 46 family 
units. We are trying to be as reason- 
able as possible. We have even Put 
one of their Supporters in the com- 
mittee .2 

MIS. Ngook Gay Lee，owner of 
the Property for over 21 years wants 
to leave Pineview/Georo as her leg- 
acy，SayS Yee.“By giving the land 
to amnon-profit groupb they are set- 
ting an example to other property 
Owners. She's not out to make a 
quick Kill.2” 

Yee Says if a compromise cannot 
be worked out，the only one who 
will lose will be Pineview and the 
Seniors. “We'll still have OUT pro- 
perty. We have no loans outstand- 
ing. We own theland free and clear. 
All we lose is a hypothetical 
profit.2” 

Yee SaySs,“'If the project?s lost， 
that means there will be no develop- 
ment in Chinatown at all 一 and 
know that's what alot of communi- 
ty groups want, I thoroughly disa- 
gree,， there has to be a marriage.?” 
He believes _ those buildings in 
Chinatown will eventually have to 
come down anyway. “Every year 
there's an earthquake. Sixty-five 
percent of the buildings are non- 
reinforced brick buildings.” 

He feels Georo is taking the lead 
in Showing other developers,“They 
camn't step back and go back to the 
old formula. No longer can de- 
velopers Say，my property is _my 


_property to do with as I may. They 


can't just build jiuxury condos with- 
out considering low-income hous- 
ing,”comments Yee. 


SCENARIOS 

“The play isn?t Over yet;” Says 
Yee darkly.“There are more Scen- 
arios to be played out yet. If com- 
munity grOouUpS want to force a 
delay,， do it publicly, take a stand . 
You can only cryY wolf so many 
times. Why create all this friction? 
Don't Say yourre for senior housing 
and turn _ around and say you're 
gonna sue. Don't say both things. If 
you're for senior housing you 
should Support the Supervisors: de- 
cision. Then the only issue should 
be the zoning change.” 
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These businesses would have to vacate to make way for 
the Pineview/Georo development.

Yee ls unhappy with the negative 
image Georo has gotten. “'it?s 
natural for the developer to be the 
bad guy. I understand that， Its 
hard to say to people we have an 
agenda that we are Sincere.

Ge- 
Oro has no control over 
relocation .?” 

The key lies with the committee， 
according to Yee. The committee of 
three， Rev. Harry Chuck， Dr.

“We can:t renovate until we get ap- 
proval， They say we won't move 
until we see the replacement units. 
Other groups are Using this uncer- 
tainty for whatever reasons, to push 
the larger land use issues 一 So all 
these lssues get muddled.

looks attractive，but underneath, 计 
creates a dangerous Precedent for 
Chinatown.

We're Saying ,2” 
adds Yee,“that on an individual 
basis，this developer has a lot of 
plusses.”Yee says he understands， 
however, the fear people have that 
developers will dictate to the City 
Planning Department their desires.

Kidnapping and Extortion 


LOS ANGELES - Chang An-lo， 
37, better known as “White Wolf,” 
the reputed leader of the United 
Bamboo gang in Southern Califor- 
nia， whose associates were con- 
victed of murdering Chinese 
American journalist Henry Liu， 
was arrested June 7 on charges of . 
kidnapping and _ attempted extor- 
tion. Both he and Lee Ching-sing， 
36, his associate，were arraligned on 
June 1l in Alhambra Municipal 
Court and Judge Cartos Uranga orT- 
dered them held on $2S$0,000 bail 
each in the June 3 abduction of a 
Monterey Park woman from 
Taiwan. 

In January，Chang was _ instru- 
mental in gliving the FBI a tape re- 
cording of Chen Chi-li, the master- 
mind in the Liu killing，outlining 
the background of the assassination 
and naming Vice Admiral Wang 
Hsi-ling,head of Taiwan's military 
intellijgence， as the person who 
ordered the killing. The tape played 
a key role in the unfolding of the 
mUrder plot. 

Before his arrest by the Monterey 
Park police,，Chang, a former Stan- 
ford University graduate student， 
was picked up and detained 
June 6 by agents of the US Immi- 
gration and Naturalization Service 
because his _ student visa had ex- 
pired. INS denied him bail and initi- 
ated deportation proceedings. He is 
now under Monterey Park police 
custody. 


FEEAR 

According to Monterey Park 
Police Chief Jon Elder，the ab- 
ducted woman，36, a secretary at a 
San Gabriel import business，con- 
tacted police to report the kidnap- 
ping，but subsequently expressed 
great fear in pressing charges and 
testifying against Chang. 
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Arrested for 


In an interview with the_ Cpizic 
Dait， News in New York，the 
woman Said she'"d met Chang a few 


times and was unhappy about the | 


publicity surrounding the case in 


the Chinese-language presSs，especi 


ally the publication of her name， 
According to court records，th 


woman was abducted June 3 from 上 


her Monterey Park home by three 
Unknown Suspects. 


The Suspects 
also tried to kidnap the womanm's 上 


8-year-old son，bnut the_ boy fled 


Police said the Suspects were acting 人 
on the instructions of Chang，who 上 


had been hired by three Taiwan- 
based manufacturing firms to col- 
lect a 9$50,000 debt owed by the 
woman's employer: 

Chang，according to police，mis- 
takenly believed that the abducted 
woman was a girlfriend of her 
employer, Andrew Chang, and that 
the 8-year-old boy was the 
employer?s Son. 


ABDUCTORS 

The abductors took the woman 
to an East Los Angeles hotel room 
they had rented and released her 90 
minutes later after learning that An- 
drew Chang was neither the wo- 
man:s boyfriend nor the father of 
her child. She was given 9$20 to 
catch a cab home. 

After releasing her，Chang con- 
tinued to make phone calls in an at- 
tempt to collect the debt, according 
to Elder.

The Power of Asian Amer. Art

NEW YORK - Jazztrack recently 
presented its final concert .of the 
Spring 1985 season with “Bamboo 
That Snaps Back: A Performance 
Art Odyssey,” featuring Fred Houn 
(人 上/W 4/17/85$) and the Asian 
American Art Ensemble. JazztrccK， 
funded in part by Meet The 
Composer，Inc.，strives“'to bring 
the music of America's most in- 
novative living composers to wider 
atudiences.?” 

Houn，a NY-based Chinese 
American musician， composer， 
writer and long-time Political ac- 
tivist，says that his main musical 
and poetic inspiration comes from 
the lives and struggles of working- 
class Asians and the oppressed. His 
clear political and artistic _ vision 
gave the evening its sense of urgen- 
cy and pUrpose. 

“Bamboo That Snaps Back”was 
a two-part program that took the 
audience on a journey through the 
history and experience of Asians in 
America via music，Song，poetry， 
and dance， The first section fea- 
tured excerpts _ from “Contradic- 
tions: The Gold Mountain Suite?” 
(dedicated to the Chinese in Amer- 
ica) and the second half was derived 
from “Nikkei: 4 Generations of 
Resistance” (for the Japanese in 
America)l, both long works-in-prog- 
TesS. 

TONE 

“Chi Lai! Song for Gold Moun- 
tain “Warriors,” Houn's poem 
Which he set to music，set the toue 
for the evening with an evocative 
delivery by Jodi Long. The poem 
tells of the conditions that forced 
the early Chinese to flee their 
homeland and seek “heaven on 
earth”in the US. And how lured by 
crimps (the middleman in the cruel 
contract labor System)j they faced 
racist persecution and exploitation 
in their new life on “Gold Moun- 


Linishned BMsiness js Steven 
Okazaki's award-winning film 
about the three wartime resisters to 
Executive Order 9066.

The poem is a tribute to their 
resSistance: “but you foughty/ 
Striked/Ssurvived/createdvtalk- 
storied/carved your soul into Angel 
Island barracks/sang those raucous 
SoOngsVstarted towns called China 
for another generation，knowing 
that to go back meant/defeat，you 
Stayed to struggle, a hope that one 
day/you will claim all that is 
yoUIS/moving this mouhtain/by 
bitter Strength.” These themes 
Teverberated throughout Houn's 
other pieces. 

At this NY concert，Houn dem- 
onstrated his expressed contention 
that “Asian American culture is a 
continuum，embracing both tradi- 
tional Asian forms and forms devel- 
oped within the matrix of the Amer- 
ican experience. In reviving the best 
of Asian American tradition，the 
ensemble performed folk pieces 
Such as“Gau Shan Ching,”“Kang 
Ding Love Song,”“When the Sun 
Risesr The Guava Turns Red,”and 
“Haru No Umi”by Michio Miyagi， 
the great blind composer for the 
Kolo. 


TRADITIONS 

Besides these pieces, it is very clear 
how much Houn's own composi- 
tions 一 most notably“I Wor Kueny”， 
and“Survivors” 一 draw on Chinese 
and Japanese musical traditions-. 
Later，3a tribute concert (co- 
organized by Houn) to thelate Afro- 
American composer/trumpeter Cal 
Massey, featuring the stirring “Black 
Liberation Suite”and other Massey 
classicSs，illustrated Massey?S Strong 
influence on Houn's uplifting， 
Tichly-complex compositions， 


Houn says，“Massey"s music 
evokes the breadth and depth of the 
African American musical contin- 
uum，entrenched in the blues... 
Through his mnusic and art，Cal 
Massey displayed an acute political 
awareness and solidarity with the 
struggles of the OppPressed.?” 

Houn's“Gold Mountain Suite” 
closed with an especially soulful 
performance of “History Crying 
For a Change” which reflects the 
hardship and struggles for the Chi- 
nese in America，but with a hope 
that this will change, and there will 
be a new history in the making. 

In the second half of the Pro- 
gram， “Nikkei: 4 Generations of 


Resistance,” the Asian American 
Art Ensemble paid tribute to the 
strength of Nikkei people in a joy- 
ouUS celebratory piece titled “Ki- 
mochi”(community spirit) and in 
“Gambaro,” which vibrantly 
resonated with the several meanings 
of the word: perseverance，determi- 
nation, struggle， 


MIRIKITANI 

t was especially exciting to hear 
the union of Houn's music with the 
poetry of Janice Mirikitani, another 
progresSive;， community-minded 
artist. Jodi Long's readings of 
Mirikitanis “What's A_ Girl To 
Do72,” “Drowning in the Yellow 
River, 2 and. For My FEather 
which also featured the expressive 
dance interpretation of Claire Iwat- 
SUu，were dramatic highlights of the 
evening. 

“Drowning in the Yellow River,” 
according to the program notes 3a 
Satirical piece“about the contradic- 
tions facing 3a young Japanese 
American woman who ls the novel- 
ty of her white boyfriends，was 
outrageously performed to Houn2?s 
rollicking“(The Earth Is) Rockin” 
In Revolution.”It had the audience 
howling and clapping along. Final 
ly，as an encore and parting mes- 
Sage, the ensemble once again per- 
formed “History Crying For a 
Change.2” 

West Coast pianist， composer 
and activist Jon Jang made his NY 
premiere that evening with a tightly 
Orchestrated，well-rehearsed group 
led by Fred Houn and including: 
Allen Won，Doug Harris，Taru 
Alexander，Kiyoto Fujiwara，jJodi 
Long, and dancer Claire Iwatsu. 

By using the example of the bam-
